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INTRODUCTION. 


In 1560 there was published for the faunly a volnme 
of “Memorials” of ELDER JouN WHITE, which is now 
out of print, as only a limited number were issued. It 
was compiled by Rev. Allvn 8S. Kellogg, assisted by Mr. 
Norman White, of New York. Henry White, of New 
Haven, Conn, and others. The work consisted of 321 
paves, gIvIne an aceount of O41 families named Winte and 
448 fainihes of which the mothers were Whites, and men- 
tioning in all 2.224 deseendants of Elder John. This in- 
eladed only those in the inde Jine of descent and at this 
day would undoubtedly be many thousands. : 


Tt would be impossible as well as unnecessary to traee 
each family and their descendants up to date; so, begin- 
ning with Elder John White, we follow the direct lne of 
inale deseent through five venerations until we find the 
family of Joscplt White (ham. 6.) From that pomr 
both male and female branches of the family are recorded. 
The first portion of this werk is copied mainly from the 
hook of Memorinls described above. with a few additions 


nnd eorrections. 


With the help of the following paragraphs the ar- 
rimgement of each family will be readily anderstood. 


The name of the hend ofa family is followed by a bio- 
eraphical notice, giving the fallawnes partioularsas far ther 


could beascertained: The place and date of birth : ocenpa- 
tien. and other notes worthy of mention. The figures in pa- 
renthesis, after the name of lis father, refer back to the main 
ver of the fainily in which an account of lis father inay be 
found. The names of the lusband and wife are printed 
in small capitals. ‘The aceount of the wife is intended to 
show her full name; dates of birth and death, with age at 
death; name of her father and maiden name of her mother. 


The names of his children are printed in italics, and 
are numbered in the order of birth, with the date of birth, 
inarriage and death. On the night side of the page. against 
the name of each son who hada family is placed a number 
in parenthesis, referring forward to the number of the fam- 
ily in which an account of the son may be found. In the 
first put this applies only to those in the direct line of the 
ancestors of Joseph White, while in the latter part it ap- 
plies to both sons and daughters who have familes. 


The several marriages of a person who was more than 
once married, are designated by the wuimbers, “1st,” “2d,” 
&e., placed directly after the word “marred,” or after *m ,~ 
the abbreviation of married. The maiden surname of a 
married female is sometimes placed in a parenthesis, be- 
tween her christian name and the surname she acqnired 
by marnage. 


Besides the abreviations in common tse, the following 
are frequently employed in this work : h. for born ; bap. for 
baptized ; m. for married; d. for died: ae. for aged; fam. 
for family: and dau. for daughter. 


In presenting this book to the members of the family 
xnd those mterested, the compiler would ask that the mar- 
gins and blank pages be used for making additional notes: 
and corrections, as they occur.

ANCESTORS AND DESCENDANTS 


OF 


JOSEPH WHITE. 
4/52—-1835. 


‘J. Evper JOHN WHITE was one of the first settlers of 
Cambridge in Massachusetts, of Tlartford in Connecticut, and 
of Hadley in Massachusetts. Neither the time nor the place 
of his birth is known, [From the ages of his children, and the 
time ef his death, it way reasonably be inferred that he was 
born between the vears 1999 and 1605. His connection with 
the Reverend Thomas Hovker and his church renders it prob- 
_abie that he had known and valued Hooker's ministry in Eng- 
land. Cheluisford,—the county-town of Essex County,— 
about thirty miles north-east of London, was the seat of 
Hooker’s labors ; and it has been plausibly conjectured, by 
historiaus, that the company who attached themselves to him 
were mostly from Chelmsford and its vicinity. An examina- 
tion of the parish register of Chelmsford shows that the name 
of White was a common onein that town; but there is no 
satisfactory evidence connecting the subject of this sketch with 
any of the families uamed in the parish register. 

The first certain knowledge we have of John White is as a 
passenger 1n the ship Lyon, Captain Peirce, which sailed from 
London, England, about the twenty-second of June, 1632, and 
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arrived at Boston, in Massachusetts, on Sunday. the sixteenth 
day of Seprewhber following, after a vovaze of erzht weeks from 
the Land's Eud; althongh the passengers had been twelve 
weeks aboard ‘Phey had five days of cast wind and fog, but 
no disaster. There were one hundred and twenty-three passen- 
vers, of whom fifty were children, all in health. The names of 
thirty-three adult passengers are reported, including the name 
of John White. He was doubtless accompanied by his family, 
which then consisted of his wife and at least two children. 
Many of the passengers belonged to the company of the Rever- 
end Thomas Hooker. who was prevented from coming with 
them by the attempts of his enemies to arrest him, bat who 
came in the following year, About a month before the arrival 
of the Lyon, that part of Mr. Hooker's company which had 
come over before, and had- located at) Braintree, reinoved to 
Cambridge, then called Newtown ; that township having been 
assixned to them, by the General Court of Massachusetts. for 
their settlement. Then, at Cambridyve, our John White found 
his first home in this western world, His homelot, with his 
dwelling house, was on the street then called Cow-Yard Row, 
This howelot contained about three-quarters of an acre of 
land, and was early allotted to him, together with about thirty 
acres of farming land. On the Sth of Auyvust, 1633, three- 
qnarters of an acre more, near his homelot, was granted to him 
by the town. for a cow-yard. “(ore Hall.’ the beautiful 
library buildIng of Harvard University, probably now graves 
this cow-vard. Tf not on the identica) site, it is, beyond a 
doubt, very nearto it = The location and quantity of his allot- 
ments of land indicate that, in his contribution to the common 
stock of the settlement, he was m a middle place; neither 
among the wealther nor the poorer class. It is a fair inference 
from this fact that his condition in Eneland, as to property, 
was an easy one, and that no necesity of outward circumstances 
drove him from his comfortable English home to the privations 
and perils of a wilderness. 

He was admitted a freeman of Massachusetts on the 4th of 
March, 1633. In February, 1635. the town of Cambridge 
wade its first election of a buard of seven men ‘to du the whole 
business of the town”’ ‘These officers were afterwards called 
“Townsmen,’’ and ‘Selectmen.”” John White was one of the 
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linmber chosen, His wssochates were Jolin Haynes, Siwo0n 
Iradstreet, John Taleott, William Westwood, William Wads- 
worth, and probably James Olusted; allof them prominent and 
influential men. 

About this time, Mr. Hooker and his people began to feel 
straitened in their accommodations, and determined to find a 
new bome, with wore reou for their friends whom they were 
sul) expecting Srom England, and for the fallenjoyment of their 
religious privileges. They selected the Valley uf the Counecti- 
cut, and having obtained a reluctant consent from the govern- 
ment of Massachusetts, which appreciated their influence and 
enterprise, they began immediate preparations for removal. A 
new company, which arrived in 1630, with the Rev. Thomas 
Shepard tor their minister, purchased the estates and iuprove- 
ments of Mr. Hooker's company, and continued the settlement 
of Cambridge. John White sold to Nichulas Danforth, on the 
0th of October, 1635, his house and homelot, with most of Ins 
outlands; and on the 30th of May, 1636, auother parce? of 
meadow and pasture, Tn this last deed. of May 30th, he de- 
seribes himself, by anticipation, as ‘of the new towne upon 
Quinetacquet River,” and the Jand which be conveys, as -in 
Newtowne in the Massachusetts.”” Ontche Ist of March, 1642, 
he conveyed to Nathaniel Sparrowhawke a house and seven acres 
of Jand, on the south side of Charles River; probably the last 
parcel of his Cambridge ** accommodation.” 

In June, 1636, the main body of the company, with whom, 
wwost probably, was our John White with bis family, effected 
their removal to the Connecticut. <A vivid idea of what he and 
his companions experienced in this migration is best obtained 
from the graphic but simple narrative of the historian, 
Trumbull :-—*:A bout the beginning of Jane, Mr. Hooker, Mr. 
Stone, and about a hundred men, wonlen and children, took 
their departure from Cambridge, and travelled more than a 
hundred miles threazh a hideous and trackless wilderness to 


Hartford. They had no guide but their compass; made their 
way over mountains, through swamps. thickets, and rivers, 
which were nut passable but with great difficulty. They had no 
cover but the heavens, nor any lodgings but those which simple 
nature afforded them. They drove with them a hundred and 
sixty head of cattle, and by the way subsisted on the milk of 
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their cows. Mrs. Hooker was borne through the wilderness 
upon alitter. The peuple yenerally carried their packs, arms and 
some ute sils. ‘They were nearly a fortnight on their journey. 
This adventure was the more remarkable, as many of this com- 
pany were persous of figure, who had lived, in England, in 
honor, affluence, and delicacy, and were entire strangers to 
fativzue and danger.”’ 

In the records of Hartford John White appears as one of 
the original proprietors, His allotments consisted—as nearly as 
can be determined Yrom the records—of his house lot, cuntain- 
ing about twy acres, of about forty acrés of meadow,* about 
thirty-two acres of upland, ten acres of swamp, and one bun_ 
dred and fifty acres of upland at Hockanum, east of the Grea, 
River. Of one hundred original proprietors, there were only 
eirbteen whose share was larger than his. His horielot was on 
tne east side of what is now called «‘Governor Street,” formerly 
«‘Cole Street,’ and was about ten rods south of the Little 
River. The present nume of this street was yviven to it from 
the circumstance that fuur of the original proprietors whose 
homelots were on this street, and within a stone’s throw of each 
vther, became Guvernors of Cuounceticut. John White’s house 
was next to that of Governor Hopkins, and near to that of 
Governur Wyllys. The fauious Charter Oak, already past its 
maturity, and bezinning in its decay to construct tne hvilow 
which preserved the Charter of Connecticut from the grasp of 
its enemies, stood on the lout of Governor Wyllys; and its 
lengthening shadows, as the evening sun went down, rested on 
John White’s dwelling. 

At Hartford he was again called into public service. In 
1642 he was chosen one of the selecten of the town,—or 
‘‘orderers,”’ as these officers were at first called,—and again in 
1646, in 1601. and in 1656, His name also appears frequently 
on the records of the Courts, as a juror, or as arbitrator in the 
settlement of private differences. 

Of his private hfe but little can be known. He was proba- 
bly a farmer, gaining a support for his growing family by the 
practice of industry and frugaluy. The history of his children 
shows that they were trained to these virtues, and also that, 
amid the many cares restiug upon him, he did not fail to secure 
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for them a good education. Ie maintained a respectable stand- 
ing as to property, and had some share in those early ea- 
terprises which encourayed the scttlement of other towns. The 
records of Middletown show that on the 24th day of May, 1653, 
‘John White Senr had granted to him thirty acres of upland, 
and joining to his hometot., being his proportion in Soheags 
fields.”’ Atthe same time he was granted ‘ais second and 
third divisions at Wongonk.”’ The early records of Middle- 
tuwn are partially Jost, and do not show the amount of his 
proprietary interest there, nor how Jong he retained it. 

Soon after the death of the Reterend Mr. Hooker, in 1647, 
dissensions arose in the church at Hartford, between the Rey- 
erend Mr. Stone and Elder Goodwin. The exact points of 
difference between the parties are now somewhat obscure, It 
is supposed that Elder Goodwin and his sappurters were zeal- 
ously opposed to any relaxation of those requirements for a 
participation wi church priviles-s, which they claimed that Mr. 
Hooker had taught and enforced. Several Cuuncils were held 
upon the subject ; but harmony was not restored. At length, 
the supporters of Elder Goodwin's views, among whom was 
John White, determined to found a new settlement on the Con- 
necticut, above Springfield, where they might have roum to 
follow out and enjoy their principles. On the 18th of April, 
1659, sixty persons, from Hartford and Wethersfield, signed 
the agreement to remove to [fadley. The place of John 
White’s name, as the fifth on the hst, indicates that he was 
among the leaders of that important movement. Atthe same 
time, William Westwood, Richard Goudman, Wilham Lewis, 
John White, and Nathaniel Dickinson were chosen to go and 
lay out homeluts. The town record of Hadley commences with 
a record of these transactions, and, alter mentiuning the appuint- 
inent of this committee, thus proceeds: ‘‘lhe plantation being 
bezun by them aud some others of the Inyagers, the rest of the 
lngagers that remained at Hartford and Wethersfield, with 
those that were cme up to Inhabit at the said plantation, did 
upon the ninth of Nuvember, at Ilartfurd, and about the said 
time at Wethersfield, and at the said plantation, chuse by vote 
William Westwood, Nathaniel Dickinson, Samuel Snith, 
Thomas Standley, John White, Richard Goodman, to order all 
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publick occasions that conscerns the good of that plantation for 
the yeare Insueing.” This is called on the margin of the record, 
‘First choice of Townsmen:’’ though it is plain that this was a 
voluntary agreement among the proprietors of the new  plap- 
tation, ratber than a legal organization. 

Tous were laid the foundations of Hadley. It was the 
frontier settlement of that day, looking out toward the north, 
west, and east, on the boundless forest and its savage Indian 
occupants. Jobn White’s sharein the common enterprise was 
represented by £150, the largest share being  repre- 
sented by £200. His homelot was om the east side of 
Hadley Street, and is thus described in the town record. ‘One 
houselott containing Eizht acres more or lesse as it lyes. 
Bounded by the land of Peter Tillton South, by the land grant- 
ed to Thomas Standlye North, abatting West against the comon 
streete, and East against the wouds ; being in Bredth Sixteene 
rod and in length Eightie.”” A part of this humelot is now 
occupied by one of his descendants, having never b2en alienat- 
ed from the family. Me had also a large allotment of oatlands. 
During his residence in Hadley, a large share of his time was 
viven to the interests of the prosperous town. IIis name is 
very frequently found on the committees appointed to lay out 
lands for division among the proprietors, and on committees 
for laying out highways, or for doing other business in- 
cidental to a new settlement. After the town was legally or- 
canized, he was chosen one of the selectmen 1662, in 1663, 
and in 1665. He also twice served the town, in 1664 and in 
1669, as Representative—or Deputy, as it was then styled—to 
the General Court or Lezislature of Massachnsetts, sitting in 
Boston. Ihe ealy records of the Church in Hadley are de- 
stroyed; but itis evidence of his yood report among. the 
brethren, that he was one of the ‘messengers’? from Hadley 
when the Chureh at Northampton was eathered, in April, 1661. 

After 1670 bis name does not appear on the records of Had- 
ley, and it was probably during this ycar that he returned to 
Hartford. Difficulties still existing in the old Church at Hart- 
furd resulted in another secession, and in the oryanization, on 
the 12th of February, 1670, of the South Church, under the 
ministry of the Reverend John Whiting. Tie same attach- 
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ment fur the ancient landmarks, in the constitution and dis- 
cipline of the church, was the cause of this seccession, and of 
that which, cleven years befure, had fuunded Hadley.. On his 
return to Hartford, Juha White aod his wife were reccived, 
April 9, 1671, frow the Church of Hadley. He was ordained 
Ruling Elder, March 28, 1677, ‘tin the presence and with the 
approbation of the elders and messengers in some neighboring 
churches” It is not improbable that he was called from Had- 
ley to fill that ofice. The home of twenty-three years of the 
vigor of his life had doubtless retained a strang hold on bis 
affections; and, as he felt the weight of advancing years, it 
may have needed only the Church framed after his idea of the 
pert-et scripture model, to win him back to its rest. If, now, 
this Chureh of his choice needed his help and services as an 
officebearer, the call would become imperative. 

After his return to Hartford, his name does not appear again 
upon the records, as holding civil office, or performing civil 
services. The office of Elder then exempted him who bore it 
from all duties of this kind But as an arbitrator, referee, and 
council in ecelesiastical matters. he perfurmed good service to 
the churches. In 1676, and in 1677, he and his eldest son, 
Nathauiel. thea of Middletown, were members of the council 
called te heal the difficulty which had long troubled the ancient 
church in| Windsor; and the final recommendation of the 
council, with the autograph signatures of its members, may be 
seen in the archives of th: State, at Hartford. 

Johu White was marritd in Enevland, a few years belore he 
came to Massachusetts. The christian name of his wife was 
MARY; but nothing is known respecting her. except that she 
was living in March, 1666. She diced before her husband, 
probably after his retura to Ilartford. 

His will names the six fullowing children, two or three of 
whow were boro in England,

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The life of John White was prolonzed to a good old age, 
and in the winter of 1683-4 he rested from his labors.  **This 
holy man, having faithfully served the Lord in his place, and 
that also with good saceess through grace, (He was a good 
man, and God was with him.) fell asteep in Christ, and went to 
receive bis reward, January —, 1084."’ He lived to see ali Ins 
children married, and to hold in his arms his children’s children, 
tu the third and fourth generations. Of his children, only 
three sons and one daughter survivel him: two of these sons, 
with Jotn, who died before him, were the beads of their tribes, 
and transm:tted his name and principles te succeeding yene- 


rations. 

— His will is recorded, and is on file, in the Probate Office at 
Hartford. The following is a copy of the original document, 
which is in the hand-writicg of the principal witness :

I give to my son Jacob White & his heires for ever, that part of my 
ox pasture in Hartford which lyeth on the right hand of the way lead- 
ing to Wethersficld bounded bythe high way Enst, by Jonathan 
Kigaloes land South, by Henery Grimes lis Lind North. & Laut. Web- 
ster3 land West. I also give him my feather bed in the Chamber 
with a boolstar & pillow & the best blancket uponit, & the bed sted & 
Cartiins belonging to it. I linpower my Executor to pive to my 
daughter Hixton according to his discretion as he shall see her need 
Calls ffor, And whereas Wormerlic I intended to give ong purcell of 
mealow land in great Ponset to Stephen Taylor, vet now 
being forced to pay a great semme of money flor the Redemption of 
his house & Lowlott, I now sce cause to dispose of that lin.l tor pay- 
ment of that debt, and shall leave it to my Executor with the advise 
of the overseers, to give either to himor the rest of my daughter 
Hixtons Children ns he shall see Cans :

My willis that due debts being discharged, and the above men- 
tioned legacies pava, the remainder of my Estate shal] be divided 
among my grand Children, (viz.) Johathan Gilbert son of my 
daugbter Marv. ny son Nathaniells Children, my son Johns ‘‘hildren, 
my 60n Daniells Children A my daughter Sarah Children, their sons 
to have as much more as their danghters, & if any of their sons should 
diye before they Come to the age of one & tweptie years then his or 
their portion to be divided equally among the survivors, and in like 
wanner among the davyhters if any of them shall dye before the 
age of eighteen years. My will isilat my wearing apparrell be di- 
vided amongst my sonns, Mr will also is that my Execntor 
shall have four years time after wy decease forthe payment of the

His will was made when the extreme feebleness of old age and 
disease forbade him to write his own name.

The age and character of our John White, us well as the 
number of his descendants, justly entitle him to the appella- 
tion of Patriarch. The controlling power of religion over him 
is seen tn his forsaking the comforts of his English home, and 
encountering the privations and perils of a wilderness, that he 
might help maintain what he considered to be a true charch, 
and might enjey the pure worship of God and the teachings of 
his faithful ninisters. 

To the conscientiousness and zea! of the Puritan, he added 
the enterprise and daring of the Pisweer. Ever ready to for- 
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sake his old home and make for himsclf a neW one, when the 
interests of truth and religion cailed, the Newtowne of Massa- 
chusetts was cheerfully exchanved fur the Newtowne of Cun- 
necvicut 5 and this jast, ayain, for the frontier post of Hadley. 
-\nd when be could serve the sawe cause with greater useful- 
ness in his old huwe, we find him again at Hurtford, with his 
huruess on, aud ready to labor, eyen in the fecbleness of age. 

His good sense and sound judymcnt are attested by the 
nature of the services which his fellow-citizens suught from 
him. Each of the three important towns in which he lived 
required his aid in the manayement of its prudential affairs. 
Tbe capacity to discharge the duties of a townsman as well as 
those uf a representative to the colonial legislature, was, in 
that day, an indispensable pre-requisite tu the appuintment. 

The office uf ruling elder in the church, which he held dur- 
ing the last ten or twelve years of his life, was one of great in- 
fluence and importance. There was usually but onv raling 
elder in each church. 1s office was designed to relieve the 
teaching elder, or pastor, of a considerable part of the labor, 
responsiblity, aud anxiety attending the government and discip- 
line of the church, It required a grave, discreet, and reliable 
wan, one whe had earned a good report of those without and 
those within the church. Such a one, in all respects furuished 
for his work, was our John White. 

To be the descendant of one whose qualifications caused him 
to be called to those various duties in the state and jn the 
church, and who appears to have discharged them well, is a 
matter of just pride” Hts descendants may safely and abun- 
dantly honor the ancestor in whose footsteps they may so safe- 
ly walk. 





2. Captain Naroantet WHITE, sun of Elder Jobn.(1) was 
bora in England, about 1629, three years before bis father 
came tu New Nowland. Lle was about seven years old wuen 
the family removed from Cambridge to Hartford. 

In 1650 or 1651, when about twenty-one years uld, he 
rewoved to MidJlctown, on the Connecticut River, being one

of the oriyiual proprietors and first settlers of that town. His 
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homelot was in that part of Middletown formerly called ‘‘Upper 
Houses,” and afterwards ‘Upper Middletown,”’ now constituting 
the town of Cromwell. His dwelliog-house was in the lower 
part of the village, on the street that lies between the Middlesex 
curnpike and the Connecticut River, 

He early acquired zreat influence, and was among the lead- 
ing men of that section of the Colony. In civu life he was 
aJmost constantly employed in some of the various town offices, 
and also statedly represented the town in the Legislature—or 
General Court, as it was at first called—of the Colony. He 
was first chosen in 1699, when about thirty years of age, and 
from 166] to 1710, a period of fifty years, he was chosen 
Deputy once every year, and often twice; the Legislature then 
meeting semi-annually, in May and October of each year, and 
a new election being held for each session. The only exception 
to his regular election was in the ycar 1688, when, in conseqence 
of the usurpation of Sir Edmund Andross, there were no 
elections by the people. He wus clested a representative from 
Middletown eighty-five times, and wae eighty-one years old 
when last chosen. Very few instances can be found of so long 
an offcial life dependent on annuy) popular elections; probably 
no other, in which the same political community, by a majority 
of all its voters, has elected the same individual its representative 
in the Levislature of the State eighty-five times. Such facts 
as this have secured for Connecticut the appellation of the ‘‘land 
uf steady habics.’” [n 1669 Nathaniel White was appointed by 
Legislature a magistrate and commissioner for Middletown, aad 
in 1684 for Middletown, Haddaw, and the district of Meriden: 
and he held local courts for these places. Tn military life he 
rose thruugh successive grades to the rank of Captain, the title 
of which office he carried with hin through life. 

It is evideut from the nature of the public services he rendered, 
traces of which are found in the records of the town and of the 
Colony, that he was a man of ability and education, and that be 
deserved the great and lung-coutinued confideuce reposed in him 
by his fellow-citizens. The Rev. Dr. Field, in his address on 
the two-hundredth anniversary of the settlement of Middletown 
says of him, that ‘he was a man of high religious character aud 


eound judgment.”’ 
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He died Aug. 27, 1711,*taged about $2," as the imseription 
on his monumentinforms us — His zrace is in Middletown city, 
in the buryiny-ground near the river. In his will, which is 
dated Auy. 16, 1711, after sume other bequests, he gives onc- 
fourth of his undivided lands ‘to remain for the use of the 
Publick School already agreed upon in the town of Middletown, 
forever.”’ Respecting certain other provisions of his will, he 
inakes this statement: **And the reason why [sav wy daughters 
shall have each of them one-third of what moveable household 
vouds wasin being whan my forner wif dy:lis bacvse [ 
intend what my now wife hath gained by her Industry, anJ 
what she brought with her to me, should be at ber own dispose.’ 
The Inventory of his estate amounted to £927. Ils. 5d. He 
owned about 1520 acres of land, and was for a long time the 
second in property in the town. 





I]e married, 1st, MLizaneTa——, who was the mother of 
his children. Her family name an? her ortvinal residence have 
not been ascertained Her vrave-stone, which stands by that 
ofher husband. and was probably erected after his death, 
says that she ‘died in the year 1390, azej aboat 65 years.”’ 

He married, 2d, Mrs. Marntna Morin. widow of Iuch 
Mould, of New London, Conn., and dau. of John Coit and Mary 
[Jenners?]. Two of her danghters had married sons of Cap- 
tain White. She dicd April 14, 1750, ‘axed about 86.” 
This 1s the age given on her grave-stone, at the Upper Iouses. 
The town record says, ‘tin ye «ith year of her age,’’ which 18 
doubtless an error.
